Subject: — Import Policy for Registered Exporters for the year April, 1968—March, 
1969. 

No. 249-ITC(PN)/68.^—Attention is invited to the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters contained in Volume II of the Import Control Policy Book (Red Book) 
lor the year April, 1968—March, 1969 issued under the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 50.^ITC(PN)/68 dated the let April, 1968. 

(2) “Mechanical trolleys” ore cla.ssifiable under the product Group “A 
ENGINFEP'NG GOC^S” and fall under S. No. A- 80. Tide may be inserted 
alphabet.. the index of the above Red Book on pages lii to xxxii. 

(.2) The number of the Public Notice viz-, 186-ITC(PN)/68 mentioned in 
para 4 of Public Notice No. 229-ITC(PN)/68 dated 19-10-68 may be amended to 
read as 194-ITC(PN)/68 

.Subject: — Import Policy for Registered Exporters for the year April, 1968— March 
1969, 

No. '150-n'C(PN)/68—Attention is invited to the Import Policy for the 
Registered Exporters contained in Volume II of the Impoit Trade Control Policy 
Book (Red Book) for the year April '68—March ’69 issued under the Ministry of 
Commerce Public Notice No. 50-ITC(PN)/68 dated 1-4-68, as amended from time to 
time. 
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(2) Para 18(a) of the Section I of the Volume II of the said Red Book con^ 
tains a provision relating to the Import of permissible types of jigs and Jfols and 
equipment for packing and tagging. 

(3) It has now been decided that there would be no objection to allowing per¬ 
missible typos of testing instruments and equipment under the provisions of the 
aforesaid para. 

(4) In view of the above, para 18(al of the Section I of the aforesaid Policy- 
Book may be substituted by the foUowlng: — 

‘T8(a) an amount not exceeding 20 per cent of the value of the licence or 
one lakh of rupees, whichever is less, for Import of permissible types 
of jigs, tools, testing Instruments and equipment, and, equipment for 
packing and tagging; and” 

Subject; — Import Policy for Registered exporters for the period April 1968— March, 
196®— certification of exports by the exporter’s banks in the 
prescribed form. 

No. 351-ITO(PN)/68.—^Attention is invited to Chapter V of the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1968 relating to the procedure for 
claiming replenishment licences under the Import Policy for Registered Exporters. 
In para 111 thereof, the procedure regarding certification of exports by the 
exporters’ banks has been laid down. The specimen forma of the Bank Ceiiiflcate 
of exports are at Annexure HI to Appendix 4 of the aforesaid Hand Book of Rules fr 
Procedure. 

2. The forms of bank certificate have now been reviewed and it has been decid¬ 
ed that the existing forms may be substituted by revised Bank Certificate forms. 
’The specimen form of the revised Bank Certificate relating to the following types 
Of exports are enclosed: 

Form No. 1 relating to exports on the basis of outright sale of items other 
than gem and jewellery and cinematographic films items; 

Form No. 2 relating to exports on consignment basis of items other than 
igem and jewellery and cinematographic films; 

Form No- 1 wOl be used in the case of outright sale- 

Form No. 2 will be used in the case of exports made on consignment basis 
and will be certified by the bank concerned only after the! expOTta sale 
proceeds have been realised and sjirrendered to the Indian Exchange 
Control. 

3- As per paras 111(.3) and 111(5). as modified by Public Notice No. 203-lTC- 
(PN)/68 dated 17th September 1968, the exporter’s banka after countersigning the 
declaration of exports are to pass on one copy of the declaration along with a copy 
of the invoice to the licensing authoritv named in the declaration, hand over one 
copy to -the exporter and retain the third copy for their own record. The exporter 
at the time of submitting his application for grstnt of replenishment Ucencea in ac¬ 
cordance -with the prescribed time schedule has to quote in the application the 
number and the date of the certificates issued by the banks for each of the siiip- 
Tnents covered in the application and has also to enclose a copy of each of such 
Bank Certificates with the application. 


4. On representations having been received from various trade organisations, 
the provisions referred to in para 3 above have been reviewed and it has now been 
decided that the banks, after verifying and countersigning the certificate in the 
enclosed forms -will, instead of -passing on the original certificate direct to the 
licensing authority, hand over the same to the exporter concerned along with the 
relevant copy of the bank attested invoice, The exporter -will, at the time of 
submls.sion of the application for grant of replenishment licence, enclose the 
original certificates and relevant copies of the bank attested invoices received by 
Mm from his hank. The other documents like Customs attested Shipping Bills 
etc. -will continue to he submitted by the exporters along with their applications 
In the case of exports on consignment basis exporters will also be req-uired to 
submit with their applications original Bill of Lading/PP Receipt/Airway hill and 
,g]so evidence regarding insurance. 
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5. It haa also Ibecn decided that where the hanks do not verify the freight and/ 
or inaur^ce charges in the bank certificate, it will be incumbent upon the exporters 
to aubd« albng with their application for replenishment Ecence, documentary 
evidenc^ indicating freight and insurance charges. Where they fail to do bo, the 
licensing authorities will make their own assessment of these charges i.e., freight 
and insurance charges and make suitable deductions on that account from c.iJI./ 
C&F value for the purpose of arriving at the f.o.b. value. 

6. Attention of the Registered Exporters Is also invited to para 116 of the afore¬ 
said Hand Book. In consequence of the amendment in the procedure referred to 
in para 4 above, the bank certificate and bank attested copy of the invoice will 
now have to be submitted along with the application in the case of exporta of goods 
except (1) gem and jewellery items; (ll) cinematographic films (ex ‘ose^; (Ill) 
boolM, journals and periodicals by post; and (iv) exports by VfPiP. TAius, in 
terms of para 116 of the Hand Book, the applications relating to the exports of 
Books, journals and periodicals by post; and (Iv) exports by V.P.P. Thus, in 
documents are not enclosed with the application and are received subsequently 
after the prescribed last date for receipt of appEcatlon;— 

(a) Treasury Challan for Rs, 50; 

(b) One copy of the shipping bill in respect of each shipment duly authen¬ 

ticated by the Customs; 

(c) Bank Certificate In original in appropriate form; and 

(d) Bank attested copy of the exporter’s Invoice. 

7. The above deciaions wiU, be applicable in respect of exports effected on or 
after 1 - 1-10601 excepting in the case of gem and jewellery items and cinemato¬ 
graphic films.

jewellery items and cinematographic films (exposed)- 

No. 252 ITC(PN)/68.—^Attention is invited to para 117 of the Import TSade 
Control Hand Book of Rules & Procedure, 1908 relating to the procedure for 
claiming replenishment licences against export of gem and jewellery items and 
cinematographic films (exposed) under the Import Policy for Registered Exporters. 
In para 117(2) of the aforesaid Hand Book, the documents to he submitted along- 
with the application for the purpose of claiming replenishment licences have been 
laid down. Among the documents, the exporters are required to produce a bank 
certificate In original regarding the receipt of foreign exchange as per proforma 
at Annexure XH of Appendix 4 to the Hand Book. 

(2) The form of the Bank Certificate has now been reviewed and It has been 
decided that the existing form may be substituted by the revised Bank Certificate 
form enclosed to this Public Notice. This form Is required to be filled up against 
export of gem and jewellery Items and cinematographic films (exposed) both on 
outright sale basis and on consignment basis. 

(3) The revised form is required to be fllled up In respect of all payments 
against export of the above Items received on or after 1-1-1969.
